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The National Program For 1929 


By EARL J. COOPER, Director of Extension, The Holstein-Friesian Association of America, 
Before Wisconsin Farm Folks Week 


HE Holstein-Friesian Association of America has just 
T closed one of the most successful years in its his- 

tory. From the standpoint of cattle registered, 
one previous year excels 1928, that being the year of 1920 
when prices were extremely high, too high for the good 
of the Holstein industry as was later shown. 

As compared with 1927, the year just past (1928) has 
shown a marked improvement in every respect. Our cash 
receipts at the Secretary’s office totaled $459,258.25, an in- 
crease of 6.79%. <A total of 121,726 head of Holsteins was 


only 


added to our herd book showing an increase of 10.69% 
over 1927. During the last year 94,937 (an increase of 
7.72% transfers were issued and 1,844 new members 


were added to our association. 
in membership over 1927 is one of the most encouraging 
signs of all. It places our total member register well 
above 29,000 and decidedly indicates that many new pure 
bred breeders are coming into the Holstein business. 

Long-time testing has taken a decided step upward 
during the past year and for the first time in history ex- 
ceeds the number of cows on test in the 7-day division. 
On January Ist, 1928, the association put the herd test in- 
to effect. Its popularity was proven at once. On October 
1st a total of 270 herds from 35 states, containing 6,121 
pure bred cows were on test. One of the most important 
features of the herd test is a provision whereby breeders 
may surrender the certificates of registry on poor pro- 
ducers before the eleventh month of test and thereby elim- 
inate them from consideration in the final herd average. 

To date, 404 certificates have been surrendered. This 
is one of the most forward steps in the history of our 
breed. It shows conclusively that these breeders recog- 
nize the fact that registration papers do not of necessity 
prove the animal to be superior in producing ability. 

The 1928 show season was an outstanding success, 
both in quality and number of animals exhibited. At 19 
of the leading fairs and shows 570 more head were exhib- 
ited than in 1927. The quality exhibited was well ahead 
of all other years and many of those out of the money 
were a real credit to the Holstein-Friesian breed. 

Good Holstein cattle were in excellent demand 
year and this was especially true of serviceable 
New markets were developed in the south, the far west 
and right at home. The general average for public sales 
Was not quite so high as in 1927, due to fewer dispersals 
of the better herds, but for this we give thanks. Forty- 
eight (48) per. cent of the cattle reported in public sales 
during 1928 averaged $150.00 to $199.00 per head as com- 
pared to thirty-two (382) per cent in 1927. The top price 
for females was $11,100 and $4,500 was the highest price 
paid for a bull.

spring. Females with long-time records averaged $179.15 
more per head than those with short-time records, show- 
ing the value placed upon 305 and 365-day tests. Four (4) 
proven bulls averaged $1,210 each as compared to $132.05 
for 528 unproven bulls from untested dams. Bulls out of 
dams with semi-official (long-time) records sold for an 
average of $147.55 more than those out of short-time rec- 


ord dams. 

All of these facts tend to show conclusively that the 
Holstein business is on a firm footing with bright pros- 
pects for 1929 and other years to come. 

Our Plans for 1929 

Our plans for 1929 have been built upon past experi- 

ences, combined with a forecast of what may be expected 


in the future. All of us agree that one of the most urgent 
needs is more testing of pure bred Holstein cattle. Pros- 
pective buyers from far and near are demanding animals 
with production records and are willing to pay fair prices 
for such. They are not greatly interested in remote rec- 
ords of cows that “stood in the same barn with great pro- 
ducing cows.” It is the man who tests that will find a 
ready and profitable market for his surplus stock. 
Therefore, it is our intention to do everything possible 


to encourage Holstein breeders in the building up and 
improvement through a _ practical system of testing. 
Weeding out our unprofitable pure breds will build up the 
average production of all classes of dairy cattle, both 
grade and pure bred. The Herd Improvement Registry, 
cow testing association and Advanced Registry provides 


the way for every breeder, large or small. 

Of equal importance to our business is the problem of 
better herd sires, both from the standpoint of type and 
production. We must prove out our bulls in the future 
and we must keep in service those which have demon- 
strated their ability to improve their offspring. Thou- 
sands of bulls are in service today which should be con- 
signed to the stock yards and many are going to the 
block which should be maintained and used to the great- 
est possible advantage. 

At the close of the year 1928, the board of directors 
of The Holstein-Friesian ‘Association of America adopted 
a plan which authorizes the inspection and classification 
of entire herds and further authorizes the inspection and 
classification of the daughters of certain sires for the pur- 
pose of giving recognition to sires whose ability to im- 
prove the breed is demonstrated through their offspring. 
This plan is available to any pure bred Holstein breeder 
and full particulars may be obtained by writing to the 
Office of Advanced Registry, Delavan, Wis. It is a decid- 
ed step forward in breed improvement. 

Holstein breeders who are most successful “know 
their cows as well as the breed.” This is highly essential 
in a modern day of keen competition among breeders and 
dairy breeds. Some men are well known for their ability 
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to dispose profitably of their surplus, especially bulls. 
We find that this is partly because of a very keen knowl- 
edge of the Holstein-Friesian cow herself as well as a 
close understanding of every animal in the herd. Your 
association, through its Extension Service department, 
has assembled and compiled in understandable bulletins 
the historic as well as up-to-date facts about Holsteins 
and milk from Holstein cows. We distributed more than 
one-half million copies of such bulletins last year, and in 
1929 we are endeavoring to reach greater numbers of our 
breeders. This information is yours for the asking and 
no breeder’s library or bulletin file is complete without 
a complete set of Holstein bulletins. 

Our 1929 plans include a wide and a comprehensive 
advertising and publicity program. We are advertising 
the superior merits of the breed in more than 100 farm 
papers having a circulation in excess of 8,000,000 readers. 
Hundreds of accounts of worthwhile records and achieve- 
ments of breeders Will appear in the agricultural press 
through our efforts. Our own breeders can help greatly 
to make such a campaign more effective by furnishing 
items of news to the local papers. Experience shows that 
they will be accepted and used. 

Every progressive breeder can, in a very inexpensive 
vet effective way, advertise his own farm and herd. For 
several years the Extension Service has studied and 
worked out several advertising helps such as letterhead 
cuts, gate signs, tire covers, blotters, attractive bulletins 
and “Farm Markers.” 

Chief of these is the farm marker or roadside sign. 
Through the assistance of the College of Agriculture of 
Wisconsin, and others, we now offer to breeders a most 
attractive, durable and effective farm marker. The sign 
itself is 54 inches long and 34 inches high. It carries 
a picture of the famous Holstein trademark and slogan, 
the name of the farm and owner. A drop panel provides 
a place to advertise stock for sale. This sign is mounted 
on a good fir post 16 feet in height. Breeders in 14 states 
have erected the marker to date. We expect many more 
will adopt it in 1929 as there is no more effective way 
to identify your herd to the thousands who pass your farm 
each year. 

In a notable measure the success of our great business 
depends upon the county and state Holstein clubs and 
associations. Thousands of breeders, banded together in 
strong and wide-awake organizations will do more than 
any other factor in encouraging constructive breeding, 
better selection of good breeding animals, more testing 
for production, effective salesmanship as well as the sup- 
port of calf clubs, show herds and other worthwhile activ- 
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ities. Outside buyers will look first for their foundation 

animals in states and communities where good Holstein 

clubs are known to exist. We will give every help possi- 
ble in building up strong local units. 

Our plans for this year include as usual, vigorous sup- 
port of that highly important project, boys and girls clubs. 
Here is a piece of work which every state and county 
Holstein organization should support to the fullest extent 
of its ability. More than eleven thousand boys and girls 
raised Holstein heifers last year. Minnesota and Wis- 
consin lead in numbers of enrollment. We also have 
2,000 agricultural high schools where thousands of boys 
are receiving dairy instruction and many are interested 
in Holstein projects. 

One of our very important projects last year was 
booths at shows and fairs. Through our Extension office 
material for more than 400 booths was supplied without 
charge and we were personally responsible for 60 larger 
displays. Every state association should encourage as 
many local ‘displays as possible this year. Attractive 
booths, combined with good Holstein cattle exhibits, is a 
splendid method of putting our story before hundreds of 
thousands of farmers. 

We will continue our assistance to the pure bred sire 
trains and better bull campaigns as well as to cow test- 
ing association work. Holstein breeders who are in the 
milk distributing business will be given help wherever 
needed and to back up the good qualities of our milk we 
are advertising in the leading medical and health publi- 
cations. 

The basis of future success will depend upon several 
factors, namely: 

1. Improvement of breed type. 

A production record for every cow and for every 

herd. 

3. More proven sires and fewer unprofitable bulls. 

4. A close understanding of the breed and a better 
knowledge of the cows in the herd by every individ- 
ual breeder. 

5. Real cooperation in the improvement and exten- 
sion of our great breed. 

We believe that such a program of work as has been 
outlined here will be of help and benefit to every breeder 
of Holstein-Friesian cattle. By close cooperation of the 
National Association with the states, counties and with 
individual breeders worlds of good, constructive work can 
be accomplished in the years to come and the Holstein- 
Friesian cow will continue to hold her position as the 
leading dairy breed.

Miller has deeded to the State Associa- 
tion the plot of ground upon which this 
monument stands, and it is expected 
that later on the State of New York will 
accept the gift as a part of its historic 
record that sets forth the two most sig- 
nificant events in the foundation of its 
present great dairy industry.

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Can We Consistently Talk Richness and 


Cream Line? 
—From the Dealer's Standpoint— 


An Address at the Recent International Milk Dealers’ Convention as Reported in ‘‘Dairy Produce’’ 
Chicago, By W. A. FOSTER of Borden’s Farm Prcducts Co. 


HE advertising impression may go by word of mouth 
- or printed literature through the sales organization 
to the buyer, or it may reach the buyer by an in- 
direct route. 
When the minds of the buyer and the route salesman 
meet in agreement, a sale is made. 


Perhaps the children, the father or friends may be 
milk drinkers and persuade the mother to buy more milk. 
The route salesman may talk cottage cheese to a house- 
wife, but unless her family like it or want it the sales 
effort is wasted. 

Perhaps a father sees an advertisement on milk. He 
pays the bills and realizes the health of his family would 
be better protected by using more milk. He speaks to 
his wife and she to the route salesman. Both direct and 
indirect sales effort must be co-ordinated for the proper 
use of advertising by a sales force. 

There is a very serious problem confronting those 
responsible for milk sales today. Our industry is better 
situated in regards to, but still cannot ignore, this prob- 
lem all food industries must face. 


That problem is the substitution of mechanical and 
electrical energy in the place of physical effort requiring 
food energy for its performance. 

The total amount of food a person may consume de- 
pends not so much on income as on character of work 
performed. The struggle today is to determine whether 
the energy for many labors shall come from foods, or 
from coal, oil, gas and electricity. 

For every task performed, a definite amount of energy 
is required. Everywhere we see electric motors and me- 
chanieally driven machinery doing what once was done 
with manual labor. We ride instead of walk; the steam 
shovel, driven by gas or coal, replaces the pick and 
shovel; the washing machine replaces the substantial 
breakfast required to rub a washing out on the family 
washboard. 


If it be true that the energy requirement of our diet is 
being replaced, can we consistently talk richness and 
cream line in our sales work? 

Will people consume an adequate amount of solids not 
fat contained in milk, if a milk is too rich? 

The experience of manufacturers of ice cream has 
been, I believe, that most persons will not eat as much 18 
per cent ice cream as they will a 12 per cent ice cream. 

An opportunity was afforded my own business organi- 
zation this past year to conduct sales research on this 
point. 


In acquiring two companies this past year wko were 
selling a special 4.4 per cent fat milk on their routes, we 
were able to compare the consumption of milk and cream 
by families using this 4.4 per cent fat milk with customers 
of our own in the same territories using a special milk 
testing 3.6 per cent fat. 

The route books of these two companies were gone 
over, page by page. All purchases of milk and cream by 
users of the 4.4 per cent special miik for May, 1928, were 
tabulated. Then a Borden route in the same neighbor- 
hood as the one with which a comparison was being made, 
was gone over page by page and all purchases of milk and 
cream by the users of the special 3.6 per cent milk were 
tabulated for the same month. 

The 4.4 per cent fat milk retailed at eighteen cents 
per quart and the 3.6 per cent fat milk retailed at seven- 
teen cents per quart. All other products were the same 
price on Borden routes and the routes of the other com- 
panies. 

The following table of totals on this chart gives the 
results of this research.

A study of this survey would lead us to believe that 
the average fat content of the human mothers’ milk is a 
safe guide to follow to secure adequate consumption of 
the valuable elements, other than fat, in cow’s milk. 


While the users of the special 4.4 per cent milk used 
a lesser amount per family of milk and cream by volume, 
the butterfat intake in each group was practically the 
same. 

This survey will be extended to additional routes 
where the same comparison will be made. A greater 
number of families studied would give still greater weight 
to our ultimate conclusions. 


(Following Mr. Foster’s excellent talk, members at 
this session entered into a very free discussion of points 
brought up in this paper.) 


OXFORD CO., ONTARIO CLUB REPORTS FINE YEAR 


At the annual meeting of the Oxford County Holstein 
Breeders’ Club held at Woodstock, Ont., Wednesday, Jan- 
uary 30th, it was decided to ask the Health of Animals 
Branch at Ottawa, to renew immediately accreditation 
certificates to breeders of previously fully accredited 
herds suffering a break by removal of diseased stock, if 
the 60-day retest shows no re-actors and the Veterinary 
Director General is satisfied that prevailing conditions 
warrants the return of same. Through the Extension 
Department of the parent association a copy of this 
resolution will be forwarded to other breed associations 
interested with a view to getting their co-operation. 

The meeting was exceptionally well attended with 
nearly one hundred members present from various parts 
of the County. At the present time the club has a total 
membership of 150 breeders, 19 new members having 
joined during the year. The report of Mr. B. G. Jenvey, 
sales agent for the club, showed that cattle sold through 
his agency for breeders during the year had brought in 
a revenue of approximately $100,000 and that he now has 
on hand orders for $30,000 worth of Holsteins. Just now 
Mr. Jenvey is filling an American order for 200 head of 
Holsteins. 

The financial statement presented by the Secretary- 
Treasurer, Mr. George C. Currie of Ingersoll, showed a 
net balance of $1,249.37 a part of which will be devoted 
this year in a prize money for exhibits of Hol- 
steins shown at the fairs held throughout Oxford. 

A short address on promotion work likely to be under- 
taken throughout Canada by the Extension Department 
was given by the director, R. B. Faith. 

Officers elected for the ensuing year were as follows: 
President, Charles H. Cornwell, Norwich; Vice President, 
A. E. Groves, Salford; Secretary-Treasurer, George C. 
Currie, Ingersoll; Directors, A. H. Caffyn, Ingersoll; J.

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A Star of 15 Years Ago 


Fifteen years ago, Lady Reka Mooie 
was burning up the Middle Western 
show circuit and this picture indi- 
cates that she would not be entirely 
overlooked today. In 1913, she was 
grand champion at the Wisconsin 
State Fair and placed second to 
Aconeth Lady at the National Dairy 
Show for Wm. Everson & Sons, Lake 
Mills, Wisconsin. Following the 
show, she was purchased by lIowana 
Farms, Davenport, lowa, and was 
winner of grand championship. for 
them at Iowa State Fair in 1914, 
placing second to Minerva Beets that 
year at the National. She was sired 
by Mooie Mutual De Kol, one of the 
foundation sires of the Homestead 
family, and has a 7-day record of over 
20 lbs. as a three-year-old. 


St. Louis Test Winner 


Shadybrook Gerben 43753 would 
not win any prizes in a beauty show 
but she did uphold the honor of the 
Holstein breed in the dairy cow 
demonstration at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904 by leading all 
cows in the demonstration with a 
production in 120 days of 8,101 lbs. 
milk, 282 lbs. fat, 620 lbs. total solids. 
She was then twelve years of age 
and had freshened in June just a 
few days before the start of the test. 
In connection with this performance, 
she made an official 7-day record of 
26.11 lbs. butter, 526.2 lbs. milk. 
Shadybrook Gerben was a daughter 
of Gerben 4th’s Sultan, whose dam 
was one of the recognized great pro- 
ducers of that day. She was owned 
by M. E. Moore, Cameron, Missouri, 
one of the little group of progressive 
western breeders who made possible 
the representation of the Holstein 
breed in the dairy cow demonstration 
at St. Louis. 


A Sensation of 1903 


Back in June 1903, the famous 
Averill & Gregory herd was dispersed 
at public auction on the day follow- 
ing the annual meeting of the Associ- 
ation, thus inaugurating a custom 
that has persisted down through to 
the present time. The outstanding 
female in that herd was Segis Inka 
36617 and one of the few 28-lb. cows 
of the breed at that time. Although 
nearly ten years old, her offering was 
the sensation of the sale and was the 
occasion of many offers of free ser- 
vice to leading herd bulls and ac- 
companying offers for the next calf 
running up as high as $750. She was 
finally struck off at $1,600 to Dr. W. 
M. Landon, Syracuse, but she was 
purchased from him privately by H. 
A. Moyer, of Syracuse, soon after the 
sale, forming the foundation of the 
family that brought great fame to 
the Moyerdale Farm, her daughter, A. 
& G. Inka McKinley, later dropping 
the famous King Segis in the Moyer- 
dale herd. Segis Inka was a daugh- 
ter of Inka Princess Pietertje Nether- 
land and bred by the late A. W. 
Brown, West Winfield, N. Y.

County Holstein Clubs 


HIS country is dotted from one end to the other with 
I local county or district Holstein organizations. More 
are constantly being formed in the newer sections, 
and their aggregate service to the industry is tremendous. 
They are the units that are closest to the breeder, and 
they are intended to serve the purpose of bringing direct 
help to him in solving his problems—and in bringing the 
collective force of the breeding industry to bear on the 
promotion of helpful and worthwhile undertakings. In 
many cases these organizations perform a direct service 
through assisting in sales of surplus cattle of members. 
They are usually the connecting link between the individ- 
ual breeder and his state association. 

Why is it that after a few years so many of these local 
clubs cease to function actively? There is nothing much 
more discouraging than one of these “sleeping” organi- 
zations, its activities confined largely to one or two meet- 
ings a year in which a handful of the faithful get together, 
reelect their officers, pass a few resolutions, agree to 
turn over a new leaf and straightway go home and do 
nothing until the officers call the next meeting, when the 
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whole process is repeated. No wonder that the few ener. 
getic ones lose their enthusiasm and in discouragement 
quit their efforts. 

I am thinking of one of the older county clubs. After 
a series of ups and downs and a long sleep through the 
years of depression, some new blood took hold and 
attempted to make it a worthwhile force ‘for progress. A 
county show herd was worked up with some success; 
effort was made to stimulate dairy herd improvement 
testing; prizes were offered for calf club achievement; 
school judging contests, etc., and other worthwhile com- 
munity and dairy projects were actively supported. The 
revived activity was reflected in better attendance at 
meetings and dinners where the social side was em- 
phasized. 

This renewal of interest, however, has proven to be 
only temporary. Scheduled meetings are egain bringing 
out only a handful-of members, officers are becoming 
discouraged at the lack of response, and one by one the 
activities and projects undertaken are falling away 
through want of support. 

The experience of this little club is no different from 
hundreds .of others—What is the reason? Is it lack of 
enough definite objectives followed through? Have the 
leaders fallen down by doing too much of the work them- 
selves rather than keeping the members busy with indi- 
vidual assignments? We haven’t the answer and we 
would like to get it. 

We, accordingly, propose the following topics for dis- 
cussion: 

Why is it so difficult to maintain member interest in 
a local club after the novelty wears off? And what can 
be done to overcome the condition? 

Will you give the Holstein public the benefit of your 
conclusions through the columns of the World? 


A Project Suggested 


HE recent inauguration by the National Association 
I of the plan for Classification of Herds and Recogni- 
tion of Proven Sires provides an opportunity for 
local clubs to adopt a really constructive program of work. 
Any county organization that could say that all or a 
substantial part of its members had put their herds under 
this plan of classification would at once become nationally 
known as a_ progressive breeding community. Aside 
from the value of this service to breeders participating, 
it would have a publicity value almost impossible to get 
in any other way. For example, how many World readers 
outside of Minnesota ever heard of Otter Tail County 
until they went forward on this same proposition a few 
years ago? Now what breeder does not recognize it not 
as the county with the name suggestive of pioneering and 
woodcraft, but as the county that blazed the trail in herd 
classification and proven sire recognition? No national 
system was then available, so they went ahead anyway 
under the auspices of their state organization with the 
result that they are now about two years ahead of the 
rest of the country in this highly significant work. 
Think it over, Holstein clubs. It is worth your atten- 
tion—and may incidentally solve your problem of some- 
thing worthwhile to do in which every member can have 
a part. 


An Interesting Visitor 


MAN G. J. van den Bosch, of Holland, was a visitor in 
| the World offices last week. That Mr. van den Bosch 

was a visitor of unusual interest may be seen from a 
statement that he is credited with having framed the 
regulations for the system of selective registration in 
effect in The Netherlands Herd Book since 1916 and he 
served for years as chief inspector in putting that plan in 
operation. He has likewise performed similar service for 
the South Affican Friesian breeders and has traveled and 
observed widely in many lands throughout the world. He 
is planning to spend, altogether, about a year in this 
country and during this period plans to see as many as 
possible, of our good Holsteins. He is taking careful 
measurements of large numbers of our better cattle under 
the same system employed in their herd book and at the 
conclusion of his study hopes to have some comparative 
data that will be of interest and value. It is, perhaps, no 
breach of confidence to say that thus far Mr. van den 
Bosch is agreeably surprised at the quality and merit of 
our high record cows as he states the impression is 
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general in Holland that strength and constitution must 
have been sacrificed in our extreme producers in favor 
of over-development of dairy temperament in order to 
make such records possible. He is, however, somewhat 
critical of the type of bulls we are using, the Holland 
preference being for a thicker and more compact animal 
than most of our breeders are using. We hope to be able 
to present later on a report in some detail from Mr. van 
den Bosch as to his observations in our herds and also 
elaborating upon the details of Holland methods that have 
proven especially valuable and helpful in the progress of 
the breed in that country. 





New System of Classifying Records 
Suggested 


LSEWHERE in this issue, we present a very interest- 
FE, ing letter from George H. Comings of New York, 

with a suggestion for changing the classifications 
in long-time tests upon a different and more elastic 
system. 

One criticism of our present system of records is that 
there are so many different classifications and changes 
are so frequently made that it is difficult for any but 
breeders who keep in close and constant touch with the 
situation to know and understand what is meant by the 
different class designations we have adopted. It is pos- 
sible that Mr. Comings has found a solution to the matter 
that will make our class designations fit into herd prac- 
tices more satisfactorily than -the present arrangement 
and which can be carried on without the frequent changes 
and amendments that have been noted during the past 
few years. 

We would welcome discussion through the World, par- 
ticularly from breeders who are now doing or contemplate 
doing semi-official test work, regarding the plan Mr. 
Comings outlines in his letter in this issue on which 
he proposes to offer a resolution at the next annual 
meeting.

E have selected for our cover illustration this week 
W a familiar subject, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje 

520107, the All-American senior yearling bull of 
1928. An undefeated junior. champion at eight major 
shows in 1928, he is probably the most talked of young 
bull of the breed today, combining as he does with his 
outstanding individual excellence a rich inheritance of 
popular breeding and a dam who is champion over all 
breeds for her first three lactations. 


Back in the spring of 1926, the feature attraction among 
the females in Clark’s Holstein Classic was Queen Bessie 
Pietertje Ormsby, former world’s .champion senior two- 
year-old and at that time right on the home stretch of 
her junior four-year-old record with second calf that was 
knocking at the door of the championship for that class. 
She was consigned to the sale by Spaulding Farms, of 
Minnesota, her breeders, and was at that time in calf to 
their herd sire, Pabst Creator Goldenrod, an 1,100-lb. son 
of Creator. In the sale, she was purchased by Elmwood 
Farms, Deerfield, Illinois, for $3,300 and the offer of $2,500 
for her next calf if a bull was accepted. Going on to 
Elmwood Farms, she finished her year as a four-year-old 
With 1,369 lbs. butter and a little later dropped a very 
promising bull calf. In fact, he was so promising that the 
Elmwood people arranged at once for a release from the 
resale agreement of this calf. The dam went on in that 
lactation, her third, starting out with a 42-lb. butter record 
and finishing the year with 1,465 lbs. butter, while the 
calf developed into one of the outstanding bull calves of 
the 1927 show season, and accounted for Reserve All- 
American honors. He continued to develop and in 1928 
was the sensation of the junior bulls, not being seriously 
challenged for junior championship honors at any place 
in the international circuit of eight strong fairs at which 
he was exhibited. His winnings included junior cham- 
Pionship at the National Dairy Exposition, Waterloo Dairy 
Cattle Congress, Eastern States Exposition, and five other 
Major fairs in United States and Canada. This picture 
was taken early in the show season and falls far short of 
depicting his real quality, strength and development. His 
first calves are now babies at Elmwood Farms and are 
considered the most promising lot of calves yet produced 
at this well known establishment. From. personal 
observation, we can vouch for the fact that this is more 
than a stereotyped expression.

Stevenson Case Decision 

UDGE O. U. KELLOGG advises us by long-distance 
J telephone as we go to press that the Circuit Court of 

Appeals in New York has handed down a decision 
affirming the previous decision of Judge Hazel in the 
damage action of George E. Stevenson, of Pennsylvania, 
against the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. It 
will be recalled that Stevenson was expelled as an unde- 
sirable member, and brought suit against the association 
for damages and to compel his restoration to membership. 
The first action was tried in Federal Court in Buffalo and 
Stevenson lost—with costs. His appeal has now met the 
same fate, and the right of an association to govern its 
own affairs and to expel members for cause is once more 
reaffirmed.

for 1928 and Edgar Grimes, of Harrisburg, Oregon, is the 
Champion Calf Club Boy—certainly as he is also the 
Champion Club Boy of the United States. We are pleased 
to reprint from the ‘‘News” the stories of the champions, 
and hope that the achievements of these two young 
people will be an inspiration to all boys and girls during 
1929. The story of Irma Reineke will be new to Junior 
Page Readers, while that of Edgar Grimes although 
featured on this page a short time ago, will bear reading 
again. 





The Champion Calf Club Girl Tells Her Story 

Seeing I was so interested, my father said if I wished 
to become a member the next year he would give me 
a calf to care for and call my own. I readily accepted 
that offer and now my only regret is that I was not a 
club member long before. 

The next year I cared for my calf and took her to the 
county fair where I received Grand Champion of our 
County. Then, at our club banquet, I gave my first talk. 
Here I made the remark that I was the only club member 
in my neighborhood. Our State Leader then said to 
me, “Irma, I hope I shall never hear you say that again.” 
I also hoped I could never say it again and it set me to 


thinking. 

That year, I took my calf to the State Fair and re- 
ceived second against 41 other club members. I ‘was 
more interested and more encouraged than before. When 
I came back from the fairs I asked our County Agent 


if we could start a club in Morristown. On November 5, 
1927, we held our first meeting and I was elected presi- 
dent of the club as six joined that evening. I also took

up Junior Leadership project work. We held meetings 
every month and tried to encourage new members. After 
my trip to Chicago last year I was so inspired by the 
work of the 4-H club that I wished every boy and girl 
in Morristown would be a member. The membership did 
increase every month until we had an enrollment of 44 
members. Some moved away and some thought it was too 
hard so the enrollment went down to 37 and all were full- 
fledged members except two who had bad luck with their 
projects and refused to send in their reports. This fall 
one of our girl members was declared champion bread 
baker of our county and won a free trip to the State 
Fair. Two boys received a free trip to the Junior Live 
Stock Show at So. St. Paul. All the rest received some 
premium money. I was so glad the next time I saw our 
State Leader that I could say I was not the only club 
member in my neighborhood but that there were 37. 


I enjoyed this year of club work and received so much 
from it I cannot tell all. Besides being interested in my 
club I again took up the dairy calf project. I cared for 
the same calf, “Dolly” (as I called her). I also got 
another calf—my first calf’s half-sister. I call her ““Peggy” 
but her real name is Colantha Fobes Mercedes Veeman 
No. 1216095. I took them both to the county fair this 
fall. Peggy, the youngest calf, won Grand Champion over 
Dolly, the oldest calf. Although Peggy received more 
than Dolly, I took Dolly to the State Fair and showed her. 
Here I received third in my class. After I had showed 
her, Mr. Cooper came up and spoke to me about my calf 
and told me not to give up and asked me if I received 
the Calf Club News. That was the first I remember of 
ever meeting him and I had never heard of the Calf Club 
News. I was not discouraged and ready to give up 
but I was going to try and do better next time. In open 
class, the next day, I won second place.

The Champion Holstein Calf Club Boy Wins 


National Recognition 


Edgar Grimes, Route 1, Harrisburg, Ore., one of our 
loyal and best Holstein Calf Club members since August 
1922, has received a most wonderful recognition by being 
selected as the outstanding club boy in the United States 
for 1928 on the basis of leadership and the good which 
he has done in his local community. He is also designated 
as the Champion Holstein Club boy for 1929. 

Edgar has been in club work for the past eight years. 
He enrolled with The Holstein-Friesian Calf Club: Associa- 
tion of America as a member in 1922, was certified and 
received his Certificate of Merit from this office. This 
made Edgar one of the pioneer members in the Calf Club 
Association and he has been most conscientious in his 
club work since that time. Some of Edgar’s achievements 
are as follows: 

He is 18 years of age and graduated from high school 
in June of this year. He has been the champion junior 
dairy showman of Linn County since 1923, has won three 
firsts for showmanship at the Oregon State Fair and was 
selected as the champion junior dairy showman of the 
Pacific Northwest states in 1927.

DEBATES SUGGESTED FOR LOCAL HOLSTEIN 
ASSOCIATIONS 
We are indebted to Prof. Earl Weaver of Ames for 
suggesting the idea of holding debates at our Holstein 
gatherings. This idea can be worked out to be made of 
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great interest to all concerned through a thorough pre- 
paration of the material for these debates between two 
breeders in any locality who care to take the time and 
effort to work these up. Among the subjects suggested 
by Mr. Weaver are the following: 

1. Resolved that all Holstein breeders with more than 
ten pure bred females in the herd should do herd im- 
provement registry testing. 

2. Resolved that a law should be passed prohibiting 
the use of non registered dairy bulls in any given state. 

3. Resolved that our show ring should demand produc- 
tion requirements before animals are eligible to show. 

4. Resolved that, in the usual sale guarantee, the seller 
is not sufficiently protected. 


Other similar debates could well be added to Prof. 


’ Weaver’s suggestions, depending upon the locality and 


the problem uppermost in the locality. Resolutions 
relating to percentage of fat in milk, city requirements, 
Holstein milk publicity, etc., could be used in certain 
localities. 


NEW SYSTEM PROPOSED FOR CLASSIFYING LONG- 
TIME RECORDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

A recent letter from Supt. Norton says there is some 
sentiment in favor of extending the 45-day rule in Classes 
B-and C to a 60-day limit. 

I wonder if these breeders who wish to have this 
change made wouldn’t endorse my plan for classification 
of A, B, and C records. Supt. Norton says the officers 
stand ready to effect such a change of rules as may meet 
the approval of breeders doing test work in these classes. 

I intend to offer the following resolution at the annual 
meeting in June: 

Resolved, that Classes A, B, and C of the semi-officia] 
test divisions shall be divided according to the total num: 
ber of milkings as follows: 


305d 365d 
Class A, milkings allowed _.......... 1,220 1,460 
Class B, milkings allowed ....... 960 1,140 
Class C, milkings allowed __............. 700 820 


Resolved that records made for less number of days 
than the full 305 or 365 days shall have the total number 
of milkings allowed reduced by four per day in Class A; 
by 3 per day in Class B; and by 2 per day in Class C. 

This rule would cause very little change in Class C 
except that it would allow cows to be milked either four 
times a day for 45 days as at present or three times a 
day for 90 days. 

In Class B, it would allow cows to be milked during 
the first 205 days, four times a day with the balance of 
the 365 days on twice-a-day milking. . Would this change 
meet the approval of the breeders who are requesting 
the extending of the 45-day limit? 

In Class A, my plan would cause no change except that 
some of the records now recorded in Class A would be 
classed as Class B records. 

This change would make Class A records those in 
which the cow was milked during the large part of the 
year on four-times-a-day milking. Class B would include 
records made on an average of about three milkings per 
day and Class C for cows milked two times a day with 
90 extra milkings allowed. 

In each case a Class B record would have more milk- 
ings than a Class C record and the milkings in Class A 
would exceed those in Class B. 

Will not the breeders who wish a change made in 
Class B to allow a longer time on four-times-a-day milk- 
ing, please give their views on this plan through the 
columns of the World?

NEWS FROM THE CANADIAN EX- 
TENSION DEPARTMENT 

The Extension Department of the 
Holstein Friesian Association, Brant- 
ford, reports the formation of six 
heifer calf clubs, in the Province of 
Quebec last year. Seventeen heifers 
in one of these clubs produced an 
average of 10,020 lbs. of milk with an 
average test of 3.56% fat. According 
to officials of the Quebec Department 
of Agriculture in charge of the rec- 
ord work, the average revenue to the 
boys feeding and caring for the 17 
Holstein heifers was $197.93, while 
the cost of feed amounted to $91.60 
showing a net profit of $106.33. 
Naturally the boys engaged in this 
experimental work were highly de- 
lighted with their first experience in 
the breeding of Holsteins.

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rapid development, the value of get- 
together meetings and local organiza- 
tions which serve to inspire and en- 
courage breeders. In commenting 
upon the marketing end of the busi- 
ness, Dr. Wells mentioned that as a 
general rule breeders are poor sales- 
men and, therefore, are not properly 
compensated for their efforts. Prop- 
er advertising and salesmanship 
methods must be employed if breed- 
ers are to be well paid for their 
efforts in producing good cattle. Poor 
cattle should find their market with 
the packers and not be placed in com- 
petition with cattle of better quality 
to make a poor market for all. 

A. S. Albertson, secretary-treas- 
urer, reported regarding the associa- 
tion activities during the past year 
and as to the financial standing. 
Members complimented Mr. Albert- 
son for the good work he has done 
and were pleased to learn that finan- 
cially the association is in good con- 
dition. 

W. B. Barney, representing the Ex- 
tension Service of the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America, _ re- 
ceived a hearty welcome. In his dis- 
cussion he told of the exceedingly 
prosperous year which the national 
organization has enjoyed during the 
past year and expressed himself re- 
garding the future of the breed in 
North Dakota which is so well adapt- 
ed in the way of soil, climate and 
man-power, to forge ahead. ‘There 
is no perfect breed and, therefore, we 
must ever strive to improve the breed 
which we have chosen,” according to 
Mr. Barney. The necessity of dairy 
legislation as a means of protecting 
the industry against unfair competi- 
tion offered by the butter substitute 
industry was pointed out and action 
was taken by the association to co- 
operate in this important work. 

Dr. J. H. Shepperd, in an interest- 
ing way, pointed out that there is 
little danger that the breeding of 
good cattle will be overdone because 
over 4,000,000 dairy cows wear out 
every year. “Four or five years is the 
working period of a dairy cow. That 
means a complete replacement every 
five years. This, coupled with the 
demand for the output from the dairy 
herds of the breeders of high class 
stock would seem to indicate that the 
breeding of good dairy cattle has a 
bright future,’’ according to Dr. Shep- 
perd. He also mentioned the neces- 
sity of being well supplied with feed 
and from records showed how the 
vearly production of butterfat moves 
up or down according to feed avail- 
able. 

Other speakers were E. A. Green- 
wood, who gave a brief history of the 
development of Holsteins in North 
Dakota. H. E. Rilling reported on 
Boys’ and Girls’ Calf club activities 
and Prof. J. R. Dice briefiv told of 
new developments along dairy pro- 
duction lines. 


The program for the following year 
will include the publication of the 
monthly news letter, assistance in ex- 
tending Boys’ and Girls’ Calf Club 
work, assistance to local clubs at 
meetings and picnics and cooperation 
in bringing about better dairy laws.

Report of Extension Service, December ’28 


A total of 797 inquiries was _ re- 
ceived at the Extension Service office 
during the month of December. Of 
this number 288 were from Students 
and Teachers, County Agents and 
other Extension workers. Four lun- 
dred seventy-one (471) were received 
from breeders and those interested in 
finding out more about Holstein cat- 
tle. Thirty-eight (38) were direct in- 
quiries for cattle and were referred to 
the State Secretaries.

Ninety-three (93) stories were writ- 
ten and placed during December, the 
largest number or 92 being prefix 
stories. These are short stories tell- 
ing about new prefix herd names and 
are forwarded to the county papers 
where owners of the new prefixes re- 
side. A story about Edgar Grimes, 
the champion club boy of the United 
States. who also proved to be our 
best Holstein calf club member for 
the year, was sent to every farm 
paper in the United States and was 
widely used. A special story was pre- 
pared for the World. The News Let- 
ter, a monthly feature, was prepared 
and sent out to all of our State and 
County secretaries. 

During December considerable 
work was done in planning the adver- 
tising schedule for 1929. 


Fieldwork Activities 


Mr. H. R. Lascelles, working in the 
states of Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa and 
Missouri, reports 4 meetings with an 
attendance of 69, 4 smaller meetings 
or conferences and 47 farm visits. 
The first two weeks of the month 
were spent in Nebraska and Missouri 
and the remainder at Kansas City, 
Mr. Lascelles’ headquarters, where 
his annual report was made up, cor- 
respondence taken care of, etc. 

Mr. W. B. Barney attended 11 
meetings with a total attendance of 
500 and made 1 farm visit. 

He attended and addressed a sale 
held by the State Board of Control 


of Iowa. Four days were spent in In- 
diana assisting in the organization of 
local associations. The rest of the 
time was spent at the Chicago office 
and in Des Moines, handling corre- 
spondence, attending the various 
dairy meetings in Chicago and com- 
piling report of the Prize Committee. 

Mr. R. E. Everly, working in Ore- 
gon, Washington, Idaho and Utah, re- 
ports 9 meetings, 5 conferences and 4 
farm visits. The month was spent 
largely attending dairy meetings and 
working with committees on herd im- 
provement and assisting in bringing 
better cattle into the Yakima Valley. 
Plans were made for the Oregon and 
Washington state annual meetings 
and arrangements were made for the 
Edgar Grimes calf club celebration 
at Albany, Oregon. Edgar Grimes 
was the boy who won the national 
club championship as the outstanding 
club boy in America. One new breed- 
er was started in business and pur- 
chased 59 head of pure bred cattle, 
with Mr. Everly’s help. A grade sale 
held at Mt. Vernon, Wash., averaged 
$152.00 for 68 head. About one-half 
of December was spent at Mr. Ever- 
ly’s headquarters, taking care of cor- 
respondence and writing his annual 
report. 

Mr. Allen N. Crissey, Eastern Ex- 
tension representative, attended 3 
meetings with an attendance of 70 
people, met groups of men in 35 sep- 
arate conferences and made 8 farm 
visits and prepared two news articles. 
Most of the month was spent in New 
England making farm visits, assisting 
in registration and transfer matters 
and in making plans for the coming 
state and county annual meetings. 
Mr. Crissey attended one Holstein 


sale where an average of $317.00 a 


head was obtained.

THE HERD IMPROVEMENT TEST 
NEWS LETTER, JANUARY, 1929 


Greetings 
We are planning to send out the 
“News Letter,” which begins with 
this issue, each month to all owners 
whose herds are being tested for 
Herd Improvement Registry. The 
“News Letter’ will be nothing pre- 
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tentious but will furnish a means by 
which the office may keep in closer 
touch with the breeders and will af- 
ford a convenient avenue for convey- 
ing general information in regard to 
the progress of the test, changes in 
methods employed and items of gen- 
eral interest. Such a communication 
could have been used to excellent ad- 
vantage during the past year but fa- 
cilities were not available. We have 
just purchased an electric Mimeo- 
graph which we have greatly needed 
for some time and are initiating it in 
this way. 
The First Year 

It has been said that the first 100 
years are the worst and we hope that 
the first year of this hundred is the 
real hard one and that everything 
will improve from now on. It cer- 
tainly has been a big task to start at 
the beginning on Jan. 1, 1928, and 
close the year on Dec: 31st with 269 
herds and 6,319 cows in test in 36 
different states. This work is neces- 
sarily handled in a much different 
manner than _ strictly official and 
semi-official tests for Advanced Reg- 
istry and radical changes from orig- 
inal plans have been made as expe- 
rience showed such changes advis- 
able. We believe now that we have 
our methods fairly well organized and 
perfected and need only the con- 
titued cooperation of the breeders 
and the colleges and supervisors of 
the tests to make Herd Improvement 
Registry a success. We have had 
very few complaints from the breed- 
ers and are thankful that this is the 
case, as oftentimes in undertaking 
anything so entirely new many mis- 
understandings arise. We trust that 
all herds will continue through the 
second year, as the real way to derive 
full benefit from a test of this sort 
is to carry on year after year, culling 
closely each year according to results 
attained and constantly advancing 
the standard. 

Twelve Tests During Year 

The rules provide for twelve official 
test periods of 24 hours each during 
the herd test year. This is an item 
which each owner should check close- 
ly with the college in charge, as tests 
made with a less number of test 
periods would necessarily be rejected 
according to the rules. Since the Ad- 
vanced Registry Office has nothing 
to do with sending out the supervis- 
ors, we cannot be responsible for the 
tests and owners will be expected to 
make sure that the required number 
of tests are conducted during the 
Herd Test year. 


404 Certificates Cancelled 

The rules provide that the produc- 
tion of any cow may be omitted from 
the herd average if her certificate of 
registry is‘ sent in for cancellation 
prior to the close of the eleventh 
month of the herd test year. Under 
this rule 404 certificates were can- 
celled during the first 12 months of 
the Herd Improvement Test. This is 
surely a most excellent showing and 
proves that the test is producing the 
desired results. These 404 low pro- 
ducing cows and their future off- 
spring are thus forever eliminated 
from the breed and become grades.

replies. The general sentiment ex- 
pressed in these replies is favorable 
to the rules as they stand at present 
and many favorable comments were 


made together with some _ equally 
forceful criticisms. One hundred 


eight were favorable to the present 
plan of twelve 24-hour tests without 
preliminary milking, while 35 favored 
changing to twelve 24-hour tests with 
a preliminary and 25 favored the pro- 
posal of bi-monthly tests with the 
preliminary milking. This shows a 
strong sentiment in favor of the pres- 
ent rule. 

On the question of omissions from 
the test, votes were about equally 
divided; 81 favored the present sys- 
tem which allows the owner to leave 
out cows with less than % of the 
udder functioning and the cows past 
12 years of age with a previous long- 
time test, while 77 voted to include 
the whole herd. The reason given by 
those favoring the latter plan was 
that this would discourage breeders 
from keeping unprofitable cows in 
the herd and would help to actually 
accomplish the object of the Herd Im- 
provement Test. 

One hundred __ thirty-four 
favored the present rule 


replies 
which re- 
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quires keeping of daily milk weights 
on the entire herd, 14 favored a 
change to requiring weights only dur- 
ing the first and last months of the 
lactation period, and i5 favored a 
change so that the keeping of daily 
milk weights would be optional with 
the owner. 

Seventy favored the present plan 
of classifying the herd according to 
the highest classification letter shown 


in the herd, while 55 favored the 
change’ suggested. Evidently this 
question was not clearly stated as 


there seemed to be considerable mis- 


understanding as shown by the re- 
plies received. The suggested 
change was to omit productions of 


cows tested for Advanced Registry in 
Classification A or B at the request 
of the owner where the balance of 
the herd would come in Classification 
C. This would enable the breeder to 
put the bulk of his herd in Herd Im- 
provement Test in C and still put ten 
months or yearly records on a few of 
his best cows in Classification A or 
B. It would then be optional with 
the owner to include these cows and 
have a higher herd average in Classi- 
fication A or B or omit them and ac- 
cept the lower average with the herd

MASSACHUSETTS HOLSTEIN 
BREEDER AWARDED GOLD 
MEDAL FOR ACHIEVE- 
MENTS IN DAIRYING 


The Massachusetts Department of 
Agriculture has adopted the very 
commendable practice of awarding 
medals each year for meritorious 
service to agriculture in that state. 
These awards cover the various 
phases of agricultural activities and 
we are pleased to note that at a 
meeting held January 10 in Wor- 
cester, Mass., a gold medal for Out- 
standing Achievement in Dairying 
during 1928 was awarded to Albert 
M. Chapin, Sheffield, Mass. Mr. Chap- 
ing is an active member of the New 
England States Holstein-Friesian 
Association and is one of the good 
preeders of the state, his present 
herd sire’ being Nutmeg Colantha 





ALBERT M. CHAPIN 
Awarded a gold medal by the Massachu- 
setts Department of Agriculture for 
outstanding achievements in dairying 
during 1928. He is one of the well 
known Holstein breeders of Massachu- 
setts. 


Walker, the sire of the twice All- 
American bull, Hurlwood Sir Segis 
Walker. The following descriptive 
review was prepared. by Dr. Arthur 
W. Gilbert, Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture of Massachusetts: 

“At this time when many dairymen 
are claiming it impossible to make a 
living we find Mr. Chapin getting a 
comfortable livelihood, if not more, 
by breeding for production and feed- 
ing for economy.

POINTS TO OBSERVE IN MAKING 
AND FEEDING SILAGE 


Some important points to observe 
in the making and feeding of silage 
are discussed by live stock special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture in a revised edition of 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 578-F, “The 
Making and Feeding of Silage,” 
which is now ready for distribution 
to interested persons. 

“Silage,” the authors of the bulle 
tin say, “is the best and cheapest 
form in which to. store succulent 
feed. Many forage crops can _ be 
made into silage; but corn, where it 
can be grown successfully, makes the 
best silage. 

“Silage is suited for feeding to all 
live stock. Dairy cows, not on good 
pasture, need it perhaps more than 
other classes of animals, because the 
succulence it supplies is helpful in 
the production of large quantities of 
milk. It is a cheap and economical 
feed for beef cattle, from breeding 
cow to fattening steer. Sheep like it 
and it is well suited to their needs. 
Even horses and mules may be fed 
limited quantities of good silage with 
good results.” 

A method of making silage, known 
as the Ronning method, has come 
into use in the last few years and is 
considered the easiest known method 
of making silage. The standing corn 
is harvested and cut into proper 
lengths for the silo by a machine 
drawn and operated by a tractor. 
The cut corn is delivered to a wagon 
box drawn _ alongside. It is then 
hauled to the silo and pushed off into 
a blower which elevates it into the 
silo. When a pit silo is used the 
work of filling is still less. Making 
silage by the Ronning method re- 
quires approximately the same size 
crew as when a harvester-and bundle 
elevator is used, but the advantage 
lies in saving the labor of handling 
the heavy bundles.

& Adams, Hazelton, Idaho, in the 
Pioneer Cow Testing Association; 
also reference to the sale of their 
great proven sire, Carnation McKin- 
ley Rag Apple, a son of Johanna Mc- 
Kinley Segis. We have recently re- 
ceived from Donald M. Adams, man- 
aging partner of the farm and a son- 
in-law of Mr. Helmer,  concern- 
ing some of their experiences. 
Mr. 
as a general farming proposition 
about twelve years ago and about 
five years later started the develop- 
ment of a dairy herd. The first pure 
breds, twenty females and a. bull, 
were purchased in 1925. This lot 
consisted of the bull, Carnation Mc- 
Kinley Rag Apple 183077, eight of his 
daughters all under nine months of 
age, two heifers not his daughters 
and ten cows, the last twelve all be- 
ing descendants of Colantha Johanna 
Lad through a son, Dutchland Colan- 
tha Sir Hengerveld. The herd now 
numbers thirty-six females, of which 
thirty are daughters of Carnation 
McKinley Rag Apple. As stated be- 
fore, he is a son of Johanna McKin- 
ley Segis, famous son of King Segis, 
and his dam was by Rag Apple Korn- 
dyke and out of Pontiac Darkness, 
one of the best breeding daughters of 
Pontiac Kiorndyke. The older daugh- 
ters of Carnation McKinley Rag Ap-

lb. fat average. These five two-year- 
olds produced from 431 to 492 lbs. fat 
each in the year and from 11,658 to 
15,294 lbs. milk, all on two-time milk- 
ing and with only ordinary farm care. 
With such great producing animals 
as these and the herd largely made 
up of his daughters, Mr. Adams was 
faced with the problem of securing 
another herd sire and after consider- 
able search and negotiation in which 
as he puts it, he was trying to buy a 
$3,000 bull for about $750, he finally 
secured a son of Tillamook Daisy 
Butter King De Kol, famous 32-lb. 


Adams took hold of the farm, 
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and 1,200-lb. four-year-old, twice an 
All-American aged cow. Unfortu- 
nately this sire’s usefulness as a 
breeder was soon ended and he was 
succeeded at the head of the herd by 
the present herd sire, Carnation Inka 
Boon De Kol 532345, a son of Sir 
Inka May out of Bessie May Boon 
De Kol, a line bred daughter of Sir 
Bessie Fayne De Kol Fobes, sire of 
Tillamook Daisy Butter King De Kol, 
Bessie May Boon De Kol being a 
daughter of this bull and thus a sis- 
ter of Tillamook Daisy, while her 
dam is a daughter of Tillamook Lola 
May De Kol, the full sister of Tilla- 
mook Daisy that showed with her to 
All-American honors in 1923.

FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE 
APPEARS NEAR FIRST OUT- 
BREAK 
Foot-and-mouth disease, which 
broke out among hogs January 18, 
near Whittier, Calif., in Los Angeles 
County, and was apparently sup- 
pressed by immediate slaughter and 
burial of the entire herd, has re- 
appeared among cattle about eight 
miles away near Downey, in the same 


RE- 


county. The veterinary officials in 
charge of the eradication work are 
using the customary measures of 


slaughter and burial to stamp it out. 

There is ground for optimism, how- 
ever, in the fact that within a period 
of two weeks new infection has been 
found in only the one case just re- 
ported, following searching inspec- 
tions over nearly 100 square miles of 
surrounding territory. Officials of 
the United States Department of 
Agriculture remind the public that 
foot-and-mouth disease is extremely 
infectious and _ serious, hence the 
drastic means used in combating it. 
From long experience with _ this 
treacherous malady, the cooperative 
veterinary forces’ are taking no 
chances and are keeping all herds 
in the area under close observation. 
Meanwhile the work of cleaning and 
disinfecting the 10 acres of grounds 
and buildings where the first out- 
break occurred is proceeding with 
dispatch and is nearing completion. 
Additional disinfecting equipment, 
furnished by the California Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, has been held in 
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reserve and .is now available fo 
suppressing the new infection. 

In addition to the area included 
under the official State and Federal 





quarantine that is now in forge 
premises in outlying districts are 
likewise under close observation, 


The movement of motor trucks ang 
trailers used for handling live sto 
in the locality is under supervision. 
and these vehicles are being gyste 
matically cleaned and disinfected. 
The Union Stockyards of Ips 
Angeles likewise are under speciaj 
veterinary inspection, and commis. 
sion men there have voluntarily 
agreed to make no shipments of fee. 
er stock from the yards. Reports 
from Dr. Rudolph Snyder, Federal jp. 


spector, who is in direct charge of 
the work, mention other safeguards 
that are being used. 


B. M. PARTLON KILLED WHILE 
HUNTING 

B. M. Partlon who was associated 
with C. E. Jones in the development 
of a Holstein herd at Medina, Ohio, 
was accidentally shot while out hunt- 
ing on Nov. 17, 1928. He died the 
following Sunday. Mr. Partlon had 
recently completed two or three great 
year. records in this herd, one being 
the 1,082 lbs. of butter and 19,604 Ibs. 
of milk on the 3-year-old heifer, Cre 


ole Pontiac De Kol 2d. This is a 
Class B record. This is one of the 
highest tests for a year to be re 
corded in the Blue Book of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica. 

Another year record of about 950 
lbs. of butter was completed about 


the same time on a daughter of Fair- 
view Pontiac Beets Korndyke. 

Mr. Partlon had had little experi- 
ence: testing cows previous to these 
records but he spent a lot of time in 
study during the year and he was 
just getting set for another year but 
this was to be four-time milking or 
Class A. He made the remark that 
he was going to take this one day 
off for a good hunt and then settle 
down for a year’s testing. 

His death upset all plans of Mr. 
Jones who was just as interested as 
was Mr. Partlon in the herd but be 
ing cashier of the Olp Phoenix Na- 


tional bank his time is completely 
taken up in the bank. Mr. Jones 
wanted to go on with this herd but 


the right man did not seem available 
so he decided to sell the herd. The 
Ohio  Holstein-Friesian Association 
will conduct this sale Feb. 19.

C. T. A. Notes 


Colorado 

We are in receipt of a summary of 
€. T. A. work in Colorado covering 
all associations - completing their 
year’s work on July 1, 1928. This re- 
port, published in December, shows 
an average of 313.37 Ibs. fat, 8,006 
Ibs. milk for eight associations 
coming under this summary. The 
average value of produce was $182.19 
and the average return for every 
dollar spent for feed was $2.96. Lists 
showing the five leading herds for 
milk and for fat production, five lead- 
ing herds for profit over feed cost, 
and the five leading aged cows, 4-year- 
olds, 3-year-olds and 2-year-olds for fat 
production are all pure bred or grade 
Holsteins. This is indeed a splendid 


showing for our breed. The Colorado 
Deaf & Blind School leads for both 
milk and fat production with an aver- 
age of 500.7 lbs. fat and 13,996 lbs. 
milk. The Marcus Harper herd is 
second for fat production with an 
average of 458.4 lbs. fat, and the W. 
E. Doner herd second for milk with 
12,413 lbs. The herds of Herman 
Rosenbrook, Theodore Meeds and 
Fred Clymer rank third, fourth and 
fifth for fat, and Rosenbrook, A. M. 
Gaide and Clymer third, fourth and 
fifth for milk. The Holland Dairy 
herd of Guernseys and Holsteins 
leads the state for returns over feed 
cost with an average of $266.72. The 
State Industrial School with an aver- 
age of $260.56 is second and the 
Willow Springs Farm third with an 
average of $250.68. The Myron 


Stratton Home and the Colorado Deaf 
& Blind School rank fourth and fifth 
with average returns of $243.48 and 
$236.99. Daisy Mercedes Porcelein, a 
pure bred owned by Fred C. Clymer, 
leads the state for fat production 
with 736.9. lbs. Institute Betty Pon- 
tiac, owned by the Colorado Deaf and 
Blind School, is second with 652.8 lbs. 
fat. The high four-year-old is Maggie 
Johanna Ormsby Dalles De _ Kol, 
owned by T. A. Reiser, with 594.6 
lbs. fat. Foxey, also a member of the 
Reiser herd, is high three-year-old 
with 531.9 lbs. fat, and Institute Korn- 
dyke Changeling is high two-year-old 
with 547.3, she being owned by the 
Colorado Deaf & Blind School. This 
report does not include the work of 
five of the newer associations whose 
year’s work is not yet completed. 
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In October, Corona Pietertje Orms- 
by Jane, owned by the State Home 
for Dependent Children at Denver, 
Colorado, led the state with a produc- 
tion of 2,058 lbs. milk, 98.8 Ibs. fat. 
Kor herds of from one to twenty 
cows, W. V. McKaughan of Penrose 
leads, his herd of eight pure bred Hol- 
steins averaging 1,278 lbs. milk, 51.9 
lbs. fat. For herds of twenty-one to 
forty-five cows, George S. Turner of 
Canon City is high with an average 
of 1,046 lbs. milk, 37.8 lbs. fat for 
thirty-two pure bred Holsteins, while 
the Sinton Dairy Farm Company of 
Colorado Springs has high herd for 
those of over 45 cows with an aver- 
age of 36.6 lbs. fat, 1,060 lbs. milk for 
fifty-two pure bred and grade Hok 
steins. 

The report for November also has 
the high places monopolized by the 
black and whites, with the high cow 
being a pure bred Holstein and the 
high herds in the -different divisions 
all pure bred or grade Holsteins. 
Rocksie, a pure bred in the herd of 
Dr. A. E. Miller, produced 2,133 Ibs. 
milk, 102.4 Ibs. fat during the month. 
The herd of seventeen grade Hol- 
steins owned by Albert Cross of 
Loveland averaged 1,487.8 lbs. milk 
and 50 lbs. fat, this being high for 
herds of from one to twenty cows. 
Twenty-three grade Holsteins owned 
by Arthur Fiedler of Colorado 
Springs leads the division of herds of 
from 21 to 45 cows with an average 
of 925 lbs. milk, 36.2 lbs. fat, while 
the Sinton Dairy Farm again leads 
for herds of over 45 cows with an 
average of 35.7 lbs. fat, 1,029 lbs. milk 
for 53 head. 

California 

The report of C. T. A. work in Cali- 
fornia during September carries the 
announcement that the largest asso- 
ciation in the same has completed its 
tenth year of operation. This is the 
L-s Angeles County Farm Bureau C. 
i. A., and is the largest association 
in the United States. Work was 
started by this association in 1918 
and has been growing steadily since 
its organization until now it has over 
10,000 cows in the herds of the asso- 
ciation members at the present time. 
The report just completed shows a 
larger number of cows than ever 
before completing the testing year, a 
total of 8,546 including both grades 
and pure breds, and this report also 
shows that the year just completed 
has the highest average production, 
the figures being 371.5 lbs. fat for the 
year. There were 1,022 pure breds 
that finished the year, these averag- 
ing 396 lbs. fat. Thirty-five per cent 
of these produced more than 400 Ibs., 
while the highest individual produc- 
tion for pure breds for the year was 
911 lbs. fat, and the highest pure bred 


heifer produced 741.2 lbs. fat. The 
grades of which there were 7,524 
averaged 368.2 lbs. fat. Twenty-five 


per cent of these produced more than 
400 lbs. fat, with the highest individ- 
ual production being 887.1 lbs. for 


cows and 605.2 for heifers. The high 
herd averaged 561.5 lbs. fat, and 
there were only two herds in the 


association that averaged below 300 
lbs. fat, and one of these was only in 
the association ten months. The 
association comprises almost 27% of 
the cows in Los Angeles County and 
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has had a_ big part in the develop- 
ment of the industry in the county. 

During October, a total of 45,644 
cows were tested in California, of 
which 8,996 were in the Los Angeles 
Association. Of this number 9,389 
produced over 40 lbs. fat. The high 
figure for association leaders for the 
month is 122.5 lbs. fat, 2,356 lbs. milk 
credited to a grade Holstein in the 
herd of the Spring Valley Water Co. 
A pure bred Holstein in the Wayside 
Farms herd produced 110.9 lbs. fat, 
While another grade Holstein owned 
by L. I. Wilsey has 106.6 lbs. fat to 
her credit. Twenty-nine associations 
were led by Holsteins, four’ by 
Jerseys and two by Guernseys. A 
total of 691 cows were culled during 
the month. 

The November report shows 41,474 
cows tested during the month with 
7,084 going over the 40-lb. mark. Los 
Angeles county tested 8,777 with 2,- 
861 producing above 40 lbs. fat. The 
high figure this month is 131.8 lbs. 
fat credited to a grade Holstein 
owned by S. E. Laurence, with four 
others of 101 and 100 lbs. fat. As per 
usual most of the associations are led 
by Holsteins, with the remainder 
going to Jerseys, Guernseys and an 
Ayrshire. Five hundred sixty-nine 
cows were sent to the butcher as 
being unprofitable. 

The news letter this month covers 
the subject “Testers Important Cog 
in Testing Work’ and ends up the 
item with the following “If.” This 
originally appeared in the New 
Jersey C. T. A. letter, later being re- 
printed by Wisconsin and lowa and 
now appearing in the California news 
letter. If it is good enough for these, 
it ought to be good for all of us, and 
we are reprinting it herewith: 

The tester is a hired man 
men.

New Jersey 

The New Jersey report for October 
shows the Holstein herd of @. H 
Kirby leading for fat production with 
83 lbs., with Myron Johnson. jn 
second place with an average of 81.3 
lbs. fat for his herd. High figure for 
milk production goes to the herd of 
Louis Reagle with an average of 2,241 
lbs. for his Holstein herd, with Paul 
M. Kudor second with an average of 
2,173 lbs. and Frank Castner third 
with an average of 2,114 lbs. Scan- 
ning through the Tester’s Notes, we 
find that the Mercer County Holstein 
Club was instrumental in having the 


first aggregation of registered herd 
sires scored in New Jersey. To date 
fourteen have been scored on both 


pedigree and type and several more 
will be scored shortly in order to 
complete the project. This has been 
done mainly, fiist, to classify or grade 
herd sires in a uniform manner in 
order that more intelligent exchange 
may be made in the effort to prove 
sires, and secondly, as a_ partial 
means of interesting owners in the 
potential worth of well bred, good 
type bulls and calling attention to 
serious defects in the breeding and 
type of certain bulls. This work is 
being done in cooperation with the 
County Extension Service. We also 
note that the Hunterdon County C. 
T. A. has recently completed a full 
year’s work, and that seventeen out 
of twenty-eight herds made averages 
of 300 lbs. fat or better. 
Minnesota 

A total of 29,931 cows in 90 asso- 

ciations were tested during October, 


according to the Minnesota report. 
Of these 289 herds averaged more 


than 25 lbs. fat and 1,828 cows pro- 
duced more than 40 lbs. Three new 
associations were started during the 
month, making the total now active 
in the state 114. Seven associations 
were led by herds averaging more 
than 40 lbs. with the herd of D. Thy- 
gesen high for Holsteins with an 
average of 44.5 lbs. fat, 1,205 Ibs. 
milk, this being third high in the 
state. 
Wisconsin 

The November report of C. T. A. 
work in Wisconsin shows 130 associa- 
tions reporting 53,394 cows on test, 
this large number averaging 18.9 Ibs. 
fat. A total of 985 cows were culled 
during the month and 955 separators 
tested. The high herd for the month 
is owned by Walter Baumberger, a 
member of the Rice Lake C. T. A. 
His herd of fourteen registered Hol- 


steins averaged 1,732 lbs’ milk, 59.5 
Ibs. fat, with a test of 3.44%: The 


high cow for the state is also in the 
Baumberger herd,°a pure bred Hol- 


stein producing 121.8 lbs. fat, 2,922 
Ibs. milk, testing 4.2%. A member 
of the splendid herd at Milford 


Meadows Stock Farm is second high 
for the state for fat and first for milk 
with 106.5 Ibs. fat, 3,132 lbs. milk, 
while the Janesville School for the 
Blind is third high with a member of 
their herd producing 97.3 Ibs. fat, 
2,304 lbs. milk. It is gratifying to 
note the list of ten high herds for 
this large state, with the first eight 
Holstein herds and averaging above 
40 lbs. fat. There were also 4,018 
cows producing over 40 lbs. fat dur- 
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ing the month, the Dunn County C. 
T. A. leading with 112 40-lb. cows. 


Idaho 


The Idaho report of C. T. A. work 
for October shows thirteen associa- 
tions reporting 4,505. cows in 337 
herds tested showing an average, in- 
cluding dry cows, of 597 lbs. milk, 
24.7 lbs. fat. A total of 607 cows 
produced above the 40-lb. mark, while 
forty-four cows were sold as unprofit- 
able producers. For herds above 20 
cows, R. T. Davis’ herd of 30 pure 
pred Holsteins is high with 38.3 lbs. 
fat, 1,120 lbs. milk, while for herds 
petween 10 and 20 cows, George Hal- 
tom leads with nineteen pure bred 
Holsteins averaging 42.7 lbs. fat, 1,291 
Ibs. milk. The list of high individ- 
ual producers is omitted. 


Oklahoma 


Oklahoma’ has twenty-two active 
cow testing associations, according 
to a recently prepared report by J. 
W. Boehr, extension dairyman. Dur- 
ing November, 271 herds containing 
4,859 cows were tested, including 
about a thousand dry cows in these 
271 herds. As a result of the knowl- 
edge gained, 91 unprofitable cows 
were sold, with ninety-five sold for 
dairy purposes and fifty-five cows and 
five pure bred bulls purchased. A 
total of 530 cows produced over 40 
lbs. fat or 1,000 lbs. milk, with 146 
cows meeting both requirements. The 
high cow was a pure bred Holstein 
owned by. the Tulsa County Farm, 
with 90.3 lbs. fat. Among the high 
herds, a Jersey herd leads with an 
average of 36 lbs. fat for 20 head, 
while the herd of W. F. Bullis aver- 
ages 33.8 lbs. fat for 27 head of pure 
bred Holsteins, with 47 Holsteins 
owned by the University Hospital 
averaging 30.9 lbs. fat.
